at Peoples Party II (PP II) Headquarters, 2828 Dowling Street. 

The meeting was postponed because of milling crowds, Carl Hampton, 
chairman of PP II went outside on Dowling Street and asked the 
people to disperse and also asked them not to start any trouble. 
Hampton said he had heard that certain elements in the area , 
were resortihg to trouble such as muggings and looting and he 
did not like this as the PP II group did not believe in such 
activity. He pointed out that if-anyone started any trouble in 
ths area they would be dealt with Just as they would deal with 
the "pigs", 

Hampton asked the members which were pa,troling the 
vicinity to refrain from patroling outside of the immediate area 
of PP II headquarters. He asked them not to get over a block away 
from the building and come back and report police concentrations 
and hoodlun element activities when they are discovered. The

The purpose' of i3he meeting was to set up some type of first aid 
program to be used in case of emergencies, suchas riots, and to 
make available necessary facilities in case of attack by tear 
gas and for treatment of gunshot wounds.

not report them must be determined. 


It was said that they have the makings of a 20 to 30 bed hospital 


or clinic which would be available to the entire community. A 
hospital of this type is reportedly already set up in Atlanta. i 
The group talked about training people in mid-wife i 

techniques, respiratory techniques and also care and treatment of 
minor in^Juries and gunshot wounds. The first aid classes are 
scheduled to be held at 4020 Austin on Tuesdays and Fridays. The 
necessary equipment and supplies for cla.sses are to be obtained 
from local pharmaceutical houses, apparently as donations. Trained 
technicians are supposed to conduct t he classes on a voluntary

Newspaper article forwarded to Bureau by Houston, 
dateline 7/15/71, entitled "The Houston Chronicle,” 
indicated George Leland , Houston, Texas, was a defense 
witness at the trial of I I being tried for 

shooting at police officers, Leland is a pharmacy 
instructor at Texas Southern University. 

His statements on the witness stand concerning 
police harassment of the black community and "they felt 
they had to protect themselves by carrying weapons” are 
indicative of where his allegiance lies. On the witness 
stand Leland admitted his friendship with Carl Hampton, 
deceased chairman of the Peoples Party II (PP II), and 
affirmed his belief in the philosophy of the PP II,
